Prague, Nov. 18 (/P)—Nazi gun: 
blared anew today to claim the 
lives ot three more Czechs in the 
second day of the drive in Prague 
against anti-German demonstrat­ 
ors. 


Nine students were shot to 
death yesterday: the three execut­ 
ed today wero two policemen and 
an unidentifled Czech.

Zeitung 
announced 
further that 
the 
nerman 
law 
against treason had been imposed 
on tho whole Bohemia-Moravia 
protectorate, of which Prague is 
Ihe leading city, 
widening tho 
powers of the Nazi authorities. 


FInkn At Hair Mast 
(The law makes crimes of many 
acts not punishable under the old 
Czech law and provides serious 
oenallies. 
The death sentence Is 
applicable in extreme cases. 


( Flags were lowered to half 
itaff in mourning at the Czecho- 
'jlovak legation in Washington. 


(Col. Vladimir Hurban, minis- 
ler of the vanished republic, said 
in 
a 
statement 
that 
Fridfty’s 
“arbitrary execution” of nine stu­ 
dents “!■ further proof 
to the 
fivilized world that lebensraum 
(living space) for Nazi Germany 
r.'.eans 
todesraum 
(space

death) for the rest of the world.” ) 
German aitthoritica issued a la- 
fonic 
announcement 
that «the 
Czechs shoi today wero exeuiiied 
for “a c ta ,of Yiolcnc« aKiilmt a 
Qorman.'* . 


They declined to give the names 
of the persons involved or other 
letailfl. 


Besides the execution on nine 
(lersons, yesterday's p u n i t i v e 
measurea against the Czechs in- 
riuded the arrest of “a large num­ 
ber" 
and 
the 
closing of Czech 
icademles for three years. 


Must I^arn liesson 
Authorities asserted the protec­ 
torate was calm. 


They charged that the Incidents 
which drew Nazi punishment M'ere 
provoked by “hot-headed follow­ 
ers of Benes,’* the later a refer­ 
ence to former President Eduard 
Benes of the now vanished repub­ 
lic of Czeeho-Slovakla. 


These Czechs, 
one 
Nazi said, 
“must learn Germany is in a state 
of war.” 


(In 
Berlin the authoritative 
commentary Dienst Aus Deutsch­ 
land asserted measures 
to 
keep 
order in the protectorate had the 
approval of “the whole Czech peo­ 
ple, which desires to be protected 
against excesses of the youthful 
element.*') 


The disturbances for which the 
Nazis meted out their punishment 
of the Czechs were initiated Oc­ 
tober 28 when the 21st anniver­ 
sary of the birth of the Czecho­ 
slovak republic was celebrated.

death of a student from injuries 
sustained on October 28.

BOMBS EXPLOBE 
IN PICCAOILLY 


Irish Republican Army 
Terrorism Blamed 
for Outbreak 


London, Nov. 18. (/P) — Four 
bombs 
exploded tonight in the 
smart Piccadilly 
Circus 
area— 
London's 
Times 
Square — and 
startled theatre-goers in what po­ 
lice termed renewal of the out­ 
lawed Irish republican army ter­ 
rorism. 
It was the first serious 
IRA outbreak since the war be­ 
gan. 


The windows of at least four 
stores were' smashed and one the­ 
atre front was damaged. 


No one was hurt, apparently be­ 
cause comparatively few persons 
were on the black-out streets de­ 
spite that it was the theatre hour. 


One bomb was within 100 yards 
of the police station. 


Two 
other bombs were found 
before they exploded.

Mr. Roosevelt got stuck yester­ 
day while trying to get into a 
40-acre corner purchased receut- 
ly. 
Ho had never seen it because 
there was no road through it. 


Undaunted by his exporicince. 
tho president went back today to 
SCO wliat could bo done about get­ 
ting around the swamp and put­ 
ting a road through tho tract, for 
uso as a firebreak as well as a 
pathway. 


Ho told reporters of the inci­ 
dent as ho sat in a car beside 
tiio partially completed postofflce 
building 
at 
Wappingers 
Falls, 
about 20 miles from his home. 
Tho president, who has taken a 
deep personal Interest in the con­ 
struction of public buildings in 
his home county, drovo down to 
see how the work was getting on. 


Mr. Roosevelt was particularly 
interested in tho murals that will 
go into tho office. 
They will be 
done by Henry Billings of nearby 
Rhinebeck. 
One, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, would depict the falls in 
1780 as they were described in 
a diary by tho Marquis Do Chastel- 
leux, who camo through the vicin­ 
ity enroule to Join tho French 
General Rochamboau at tho siege 
of Yorktown.

beating and encouraging violence” 
against members of Local 15 of 
the Timber and Sawmill Workers 
Union, of tho International Wood­ 
workers of America. 


The board’s decision, filled w’ith 
details of a violent riot on ,Iuno 4, 
1937, ordered reinstatement with 
back pay for seven employes “dis­ 
charged for union activities.” 


The board found that “a heavi­ 
ly armed crowd of 300 men” at­ 
tacked a group of union marchers 
In Newberry and 
that “rubber 
hose, iron bars, clubs, gate handles 
and other weapons 
were 
freely 
used by tho attacking mob led by 
company foremen.” 


The board said a union member 
**named Kist was clubbed to the 
ffround by a foreman” and “died 
Ihe same day” ; that a building 
housing union headquarters w'as 
torn down: and the “local Justice 
of the peace. James Kinsey,”

Netherlands passenger liner 
Simon Bolivar sunk in the 
North Sea with a possible loss 
of 140 lives today after strik­ 
ing a mine which the British 
admiralty charged the Ger­ 
mans had laid without notify­ 
ing neutral shipping. 


The 8,309-ton vessel carried 
400 persons, including women 
and children. A total of 260 
survivors, of whom 140 were 
said to be crewmen, were 
landed at an unnamed British 
port. 


Many of the rescued were 
reported “badly injured.” 
Official sources here ex­ 
pressed fear that all those missing 
w’ere dead.

NEUTRAL SHIP LANE

(ZP)—The 
Netherlands passenger liner 
Simon Bolivar sunk in the 
North Sea with a possible loss 
of 140 lives today after strik­ 
ing a mine which the British 
admiralty charged the Ger­ 
mans had laid without notify­ 
ing neutral shipping.

Many teachers will be 
among the first to grant that, ele­ 
mentary and high school educa­ 
tion is not all that it could be.

QUALITY SPUD 
RAISING URGED 


Marquette Farm Agent 
Says Market Can 
Be Found 


Ishpeming— A belief that much 
can be done to improve tho quali­ 
ty and increase tho yield of Mar­ 
quette county potatoes was ex­ 
pressed last night by L. R. W alk­ 
er, county agricultural agent, ad- 
dressins 
the 
Ishpeming Rotary, 
club. 


Mr. W alker said the experience 
of several individuals proves larg­ 
er yields are possible with inten­ 
sive effort and that there is a de­ 
mand for high quality potatoes. 


Potatoes are the only commodi­ 
ty raised by farmers of the county 
which are not consumed, in their 
entirety, within the county. There 
has been an effort to put U. S. No. 
1 Green Mountains on the Detroit 
m arket and the only drawback has 
been th at the upper peninsula has 
not been able to supply the de­ 
mand. 
There is not, he said, a 
steady 
flow 
of 
potatoes to the 
metropolitan m arket and the re­ 
sult h a i been that where a de­ 
mand has been created for the 
potatoes, it has not been possible 
to meet it regularly. 


ChippowA Best. Bet 


He expressed 
belief 
that the 
Chippewa potato, recently intro­ 
duced into the county, is a better 
bet for the farm er than the Green 
Mountain, 
as 
it 
retains all the 
qualities of the latter and matures 
two weeks earlier. 
In an area of 
parly frost, this is a point of great 
merit, Mr. W alkerasserted. 


The average Marquette county 
(arm is about 
28 
acres, 
he ex­ 
plained, and tho fanner needs a 
cash crop that will give him sub-' 
stantiai income for 
the 
acreage 
tilled. 
He expressed belief th at 
potatoes are the answer. 


Mr. W alker suggested that more 
interest in farm ers’ problems be 
shown by city residents, tiiat local 
potato shows be sponsored, that 
business and professional men sup­ 
port efforts to Increase the earn­ 
ing power of the farmer. 


He declared there was no good 
reason why upper Michigan pota­ 
toes could not be placed on the 
metropolitan m arket in competí- 
tion with the products of Maine, 
Idaho and Colorado. 
Other heavy 
producing states arc North Dako­ 
ta, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


Adéquat« Cleared Acreage 


There is no need to clear a sin­ 
gle additional acre to double the 
crop of potatoes, he declared. Ro­ 
tation of crops, intensive cultiva­ 
tion. proper spraying and other 
steps known to agriculturists will 
do it. he said. Before farmers can 
be Induced to attem pt thlR, he 
conceded, there should be prelim­ 
inary work in developing a m er­ 
chandising organization 
and" in 
getting the farmers, themselves, 
to cooperate. 


He pointed out th a t there are 
several champion potato growers 
in Marquette county, farmers who 
during the last decade have won 
peninsula and state honors for 
quantity and quality of yield. 


Marquette county’s farm lands, 
buildings and livestock aro valued 
at I ? ,788,452. or an average of 
12.743 per farm. 


Almost three-fourths of each 
farm is plowable pasture and hay, 
while in lower Michigan farms 
these items only comprise 44 per­ 
cent of the average acreage. 


There are 468 farm s west and 
south of Ishpeming. with 8,330 
acres of tillable land. 
They ralso 
approximately 100,000 bushels of 
potatoes on 800 acres, giving them 
an aggregate eash value ranging 
from 125,000 to $75,000. 
The 
value of these 458 farms is placed 
at $664,000, W alker itated.

effectively against influenza. Hut scientists 
aro unwilling to accept tho 
findings 
as 
definitive until exhaustive 
research

been completed. 


At all events, there is some reason to 
believe that Imporlant progress has becMi 
made. The drug m u st be used wKh con­ 
siderable care, and it will

some time before It is gem'rally accepted.

eight United States Lines vessels to

Panama flag is now a closed 
book,

there are two sign^lcant incidents which 
have not yet leaked out. 


One was the fact th a t Panam a herselC 
took a very decided stand against permit­ 
ting the ships to fly her 
flag. 
Panama 
made It quite clear th a t transfer of 
the 
ships was likely to get her snarled up with 
Germany, and that her neutrality status 
must be similar to that 
of 
the 
United 
States. 


If the United States 
could 
not 
risk 
sending 
these 
vessels In the war lone, 
Panam a said that she did not w ant to do 
so. This clinched the argum ent within tho 
Administration. 


The other unrevealed Incident was the 
fact that Cordell Hull, who later 
fought 
the transfer, actually had OK’d It, 
and in 
writing. His letter Is still in the hands ot 
the Maritime Commission. 


W hat happened was th a t Admiral Land, 
chairman of the Commission, telephoned 
the Secretary of State a t 
4:30 
on 
the 
afternoon before the Commission put out 
^ 
Its own favorable statem ent. Hull read his 
letter over the telephone and later mailed 
it. Having received this State Department 
OK, the Maritime Commission proceeded 
to approve the transfer. 


However, It turned out later that

Hull had not thoroughly understood

Panam a said that she did not want to do 
so. This clinched the argum ent w ithin the 
A dm inistration. 
The other unrevealed incident was

fact that Cordell H ull, who later 
fought 
the transfer, actually had OK’d it, 
and in 
w riting. H is letter is still in the hands of 
the M aritime Comm ission. 
W hat happened was that Admiral Land, 
chairman of the Comm ission, telephoned 
the Secretary of State at 
4:30 
on 
the 
afternoon before the Commission put out 
its own favorable statem ent. Hull read his 
letter over the telephone and later m ailed 
it. H aving received this State D epartm ent 
OK, the M aritime Comm ission proceeded 
to approve the transfer.

Czech students staged 
demonstrations

firing squad. The Czech 
demonstrations 
were similar and probably not as serious 
as those staged by Nazis in the 
Sudeten- 
land before H itle r’s invasion, 
hut 
still 
were tolerated then by a people anxious to 
preserve their democratic way of living. 
The liberty-loving Czech people will not 
soon forget last week's executions. It will 
mean that they will he all the more de­ 
termined to someday free themselves 
of 
Nazi domination. 


Temporarily, Nazi G erm a ny 
lias 
bene­ 
fited herself economically by adding new 
te rritory to the Reich, hut in subjugating 
those people, who want nothing of

(Chicago Journal of Commerce) 
At its recent annua l meeting iii 
Chi­ 
cago, the Association of American 
Rail­ 
roads announced a program of 
research 
looking to 
continued 
improvement 
in 
equipment and service. Supported by 150 
roads for their m u tu a l benefit, 
and 
as­ 
sisted by continued laboratory 
work 
in 
several universities, this project for the 
advance m e nt of railroad efficiency is u n ­ 
questionably a m a tte r of broad public in­ 
terest. 
Until rather recently, as such things go, 
technological im provements in railroading 
have been comparatively few and far be­ 
tween. In recent years, however, the dif­ 
ficulties of the railroads have not been all 
of their own making. Increasing regula­ 
tion and the restrictions 
imposed 
upon 
m anagem ent by organized labor und o u b t­ 
edly have played un important part 
in 
th e inability of the steam carriers to com ­ 
pete profitably with

Despite their many difficulties, th e basic I 
position of the railroads in transportation > 
is still a very strong one. A serious, reso­ 
lute and persistent attack on

nological problems involved in the actual 
hauling of freight anil passengers, such as 
is planned by the Association of American 
Railroads, should do a great deal for the 
carriers. In fact, it is largely In self-help 
of this nature that the roads will he able 
to avoid further regulation at the hands of 
government.

approximately $9.500. 


Miss AnesI was sentenced this 
week In federal court at Grand 
Rapids to serve 15 months in the 
government's prison at Alderson,

As In the case of Miss AnesI, 
the bank will suffer no loss be­ 
cause of Ross’ defalcations, Kelly 
said, both employes having been 
bonded for $25,000 each. 


Ross Is still a t liberty and his 
case has been turned over to the 
federal bureau of investigation.

Ross, an employe of the former 
Crystal Falls National bank Insur­ 
ance agency, w ent with tho new 
bank when it was formed two or 
three years ago. His peculations, 
it was stated, have extended over 
a period of two years.

The admission, according to a 
statement by Ward J, Kelly, cash­ 
ier, following a checkup 
of 
the 
bank’s books made 
by 
auditors 
engaged by the directors follow­ 
ing the confession of Miss Kath­ 
erine Anes!, 32, former teller and 
bookkeeper, that she had stolen 
approximately $9,500. 
Miss Anes! was sentenced this 
week in federal court at Grand 
Rapids to serve 15 months in the 
government’s prison at Alderson, 
W. Va., following her indictment 
by a grand jury. 
As in the case of Miss Anes!, 
the bank will suffer no loss be­ 
cause of Ross’ defalcations, Kelly 
said, both employes having been 
bonded for $25,000 each. 
Ross is still at liberty and his 
case has been turned over to the 
federal bureau of investigation. 
Stole for Two Pears 
Ross, an employe of the former 
Crystal Falls National bank insur­ 
ance agency, went with the new 
bank when it was formed two or 
three years ago. His peculations, 
it was stated, have extended over 
a period of two years. 
It was reported he told the di 
rectors he had hoped 
to 
return 
what he had stolen, but decided to 
make an admission when the au­ 
ditors were called in after Miss 
Anesi’s confession. 
Known as debonair and a mo­ 
del of good dress, Ross was said 
to have lived beyond his means. 
His salary was $140 a month. He 
has a wife and one child. 
It was stated that the auditors 
are to be recalled to make another 
check of the bank’s books. Ross, 
it is believed, decided to admit his 
embezzlement because of fear that 
the previous checkup would reveal 
his shortage.

This 
admission follows an audit of the 
books of the bank by auditors en­ 
gaged by the directors following 
the defalcations of Katherine An­ 
es!, a former

bank. Mr. Ross was, this morning, 
relieved of his duties as assistant 
cashier of the bank, and his defal­ 
cations have been reported to the 
proper authorities. The bank will 
suffer no loss by reason of the de­ 
falcation in question, all of its em­ 
ployes being covered by a fidelity 
bond in the amount of $25,000 
each.”

Deer may get lulled 
into 
a 
sense of security during the vaca­ 
tion months when about the only 
people they encounter are those 
who 
exclaim with ohs and ahs 
over the beauty of thc graceful 
creatures, but once 
the 
hunters 
start laying down their 
barrage 
when the open 
season 
arrives 
deer become far different and no­ 
where near as simple to approach. 


Veteran hunters go into a deer 
country w’ith an all-around knowl­ 
edge of the terrain and the run­ 
ways of the deer which make th« 
territory their stamping ground. 
They study at 
first 
hand, 
or 
through the advice of a 
compe­ 
tent guide. Just where the deer 
are most likely to travel. 
They 
know’ where deer cross good hid­ 
ing spots, where they feed, and 
where they cross ridges to take a 
peek at the surrounding country. 


Further the hunters who use 
the practice of w^alting for the ap­ 
proach of deer 
on 
a 
“stand,” 
make certain that wind direction 
is going to be favorable and have 
an alternate location for 
their 
stand if the wind is going to warn 
the deer on the 
favorite 
spot. 
Deer are keen and alert during the 
hunting season and must be out­ 
smarted for success. 


I have found that almost with­ 
out exception deer travel in the 
same general direction once the 
hunting season starts. 
A 
few 
years ago 1 hunted on the bor­ 
der between the northern part of 
Wisconsin and the Upper Penin­ 
sula of Michigan when the sea­ 
sons followed one another. W'hile 
there was legal shooting in Michi­ 
gan the deer wisely headed for the 
nearby Wisconsin forests and they 
reversed the process as soon as 
matter quieted down in Michigan 
and began to get warm in Wiscon­ 
sin. 


For a solid week when we were 
hunting near Kentuck Lake 
in 
Wisconsin all of the deer tracks 
were headed 
northward 
toward 
safety in the Wolverine state. 
If 
the deer didn’t know their stuff 
and where they were out of dan­ 
ger then some very kind protect­ 
ing angel was sending them 
thc 
right way. 


It is also the sensible thing to 
find out what lime of day 
i h o 
tieer are moving the most. They 
don't keep on the go all day an«l 
there is no sense in sitting out 
freezing w’hen there is little likeli­ 
hood of getting a 
shot 
at 
nn 
antlered buck. 


I have also found that waiting 
on a stand is surer than hiking 
out after deer, few of us have 
the stalking ability of a Leather- 
stocking and we are 
bound 
to 
make noise.

Ohio was second with 631,126 
licenses and collections of |3 2 1 .- 
948 and New York 
third 
with 
542,346 
licenses. 
New 
York 
ranked first, however, in income 
received from licenses, reporting 
11,149.356. 


The bureau of fisheries, on the 
basis of reports from the various 
stales, estim ated the number of 
anglers had increased more than 
500,000. 
Out of 
7.436,177 
li­ 
censes issued, the bureau said, 5,* 
453,426 were for fishing 
alone, 
while 1,982,751 licenses includ­ 
ed fishing, bunting and trapping 
privileges.

“Two Cut” System Urged 
to Extend Life of Wood 
Working Industry 


A plan worked out while ho was 
e n g a g e d in study at the I nivor- 
sity of Michigan, is 
offered 
hr 
Charles IT. Stoddard, Jr.. w ho is 
an assistant forest economist in 
the United States forest service, 
stationed at N ew Haven. Conn., is 
advanced as the solution to the 
problem created bv the “ dying 
wood-w or king industry 
of 
this 
section. 
Stoddard is the author of a new 
plan of selective 
forest 
cutting 
which has been hailed as the hest 
w ay of “ liquid atin g’’ forests in the 
lake states. 
Stoddard’s plan was 
evolved through months of study 
while he was attending the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan on a Charles 
Lathrop Pack scholarship. 
It is 
known as lite “ two r u t ” system 
and is re com m ended to wood us­ 
ing industries in northern W is con ­ 
sin and Hie upper

The Stoddard study treats in de

condition to start 
new growths. 
Clear cutting, where everyth ing is 
taken at one stroke, is recognized 
as the most disastrous so far as 
the future yield of the forests is 
concerned. 
Stoddard's study de­ 
clares it may not lie possible to 
prevent the eventual buss of pres­ 
e n t industries, hut that their life 
can he prolonged and early re­ 
gr ow th encouraged. 
Total re mainin g saw timber in 
W is consin, Stoddard estimates at 
9 billion feet:

Stoddard spent 
a year on the study, which con ­ 
clu des with this ominous forecost:

Hunter Must Outsmart 
Deer If Success Is 
to Crown Efforts

Deer m ay g e t lulled 
into 
a 
sense of security during th e v a c a ­ 
tion months w h e n about the o n ly 
people they encounte r are th ose 
w ho 
exclaim w it h ohs and a h s 
over the beauty of the gracefu l 
creatures, but once 
the 
hunters 
start laying dow n their 
barrage 
when the open 
season 
arrives 
deer become far different and n o ­ 
where near as simple to approach. 
Veteran hu n te r s go into a d eer 
country with an all-around k n o w l­ 
edge of the terrain and the r u n ­ 
ways of the deer which m ak e th e 
territory their stam pin g ground. 
They study at 
first 
hand, 
or 
through the advice of a 
co m p e ­ 
tent guide, just where the deer 
are most likely to travel. 
T h e y 
know where deer cross good h i d ­ 
ing spots, w h ere they feed, and 
where they cross ridges to take a 
peek at the surrounding country. 
Further the hunters w h o use 
the practice of waiti ng for the ap­ 
proach of deer 
on 
a 
“stan d ,” 
make certain that wind direction 
is going to be favorable and ha ve 
an alternate location for 
th eir 
stand if the w in d is going to w arn 
the deer on the 
favorite 
spot. 
Deer are keen and alert during the 
hunting season and must be o u t­ 
smarted for success. 
I have found that alm ost w ith ­ 
out exception deer travel in th e 
sa m e general direction once the 
hunting season starts. 
A 
few 
years ago I hunted on th e bor­ 
der betw een th e northern part of 
Wisconsin and the Upper P e n in ­ 
sula of Michigan w hen the se a­ 
sons followed one another. "While 
there was legal sh oot in g in Michi­ 
gan the deer w is ely headed for the 
nearby Wis consin forests and they 
reversed the process as soon as 
matter quieted down in Michigan 
and began to get w arm in W is c o n ­ 
sin. 
For a solid w eek w hen w e were 
hunting near K entuck Lake 
in 
Wisconsin all of the deer tracks 
were headed 
northwar d 
toward 
safety in the W olv erine state. 
If 
the deer didn't know their stuff 
and where th ey were out of d an­ 
ger then som e very kind pro tect­ 
ing angel w as se nding th e m 
the 
iglu way. 
It is also the sensible thing to 
find out what time of day 
the 
deer are m o v in g the most. 
They 
d on ’t keep on the 
go all day and 
there is 
no se n se in sitting out 
freezing w hen there is little li k e li­ 
hood of 
g ett in g a sh ot 
at 
an 
antlered buck. 
I have also found that w aiting 
on a stand is surer than hik ing 
out after deer, few' of us have 
the stalking ability of a Leather- 
stocking and w e are 
bound 
to 
make noise.

Ground Broken for Caretaker’s Home 


Ground was broken pn Wednes­ 
day, out at Old Orchard farm, for 
the remodeled care-taker’s home, 
that is to be erected at the 
en­ 
trance to the farm. 
From the appearance and the 
size of the equipment that 
Sam 
Mills moved in on the job 
one 
might gain the impression that he 
was going to erect a sky scraping 
business block, instead of a foun­ 
dation for a four room house. But 
Sam has a reputation for doing 
well every job he undertakes and 
he was afraid the fine weather of 
last week wasn’t going to last, so 
he wanted to wind a small job up 
quickly. 
He 
excavated for the 
basement on Wednesday, laid the 
concrete floor on Thursday and 
early this week will 
pour 
the 
walls. And then Jimmie Leach will 
take complete charge as architect, 
carpenter, foreman and general 
handy man on the job, with Hank 
Barron helping out at times. But 
Jimmie says Hank can’t saw a 
board straight so what work Hank 
does on the job will be principally 
driving nails. 
Bond Drain Restored 
In order that the road drain in

Turkey is well equipped to de­ 
fend its position.

With a small atr 
force, a little navy and few guns 
tnd tanks, the nation depends 
cbiefly upon the infantry and a 
terrain which favort defense.

PARTITION of Poland has fo- 
cused European attention upon 
tho Balkans. The Soviet grab cut 
Germany off from a direct route to 
Rumania, moved Communism to 
the frontiers of vigorously anti­ 
communistic Hungary.

puzzle is Turkey. 
Control of the Dardanelles is 
Turkey’s high card.

Turkey is well equipped to de­ 
fend its position. 
Although the 
army numbers only 300,000, a mil­ 
lion men can be placed in the field 
in a short time. With a small air 
force, a little navy and few gum 
and tanks, the nation depends 
chiefly upon the infantry and a 
terrain which favors defense. 
The Turkish army is shown in 
review on the stamp, above, re­ 
leased in 1938 in commemoration 
of the 15th anniversary of the 
founding .of the republic.

Siegfried line, was t h a t of diffus­ 
ing rath e r 
th an 
concentrating 
G erm any’s far flung defense sys­ 
tem which extends alo n g a border 
of alm ost 375 m iles a n d reaches 
from opposite 
S w itierlan d 
past 
France, Belgium an d Luxem burg 
to Holland. 


H itler is reported by his en­ 
tourage to have become "sold” to 
this idea after rec 2iving, through 
his secret service, a copy 
of 
a 
m em orandum on th e M aginot line 
w ritten by a disg ru n tled French 
general who criticized his coun­ 
try ’s fortifications system in de­ 
tail. 


H itle r’s sub o rd in ates say 
he 
sat throughout one n ig h t studying 
a translation of th e F ren ch offi­ 
ce r’s observations, a n d when they 
found him still a t his desk a t 7 
a. m., he told them h e had now 
m ade up his mind on th e kind of 
system necessary for Germany. 


In la ter talks w ith g eneral staff 
officers he is said to h av e placed a 
ciiina p latter beside a te n pfennig 
■piece and to have ask ed 
them, 
“ gentlem en, w hat is h ^ d e r to hit 
— th e plate or the co in ?” to which 
they obivously replied “ the coin.” 
Huge Fortifications 


T he west wall is a n intricate 
system of small units, subterrane- 
ously connected w ith each other 
hut difficult to hit fro m the oppo­ 
site side and from th e air. 
The 
M aginot line is a system of huge 
fortifications. 
The G erm an gen­ 
eral staff is of the opinion that, if 
o‘nce a breach w ere forced in the 
M aginot line, the enem y 
troops 
could pour into th e country. 
In 
the case of the w est wall, it is 
claim ed th a t an im m ense num ber 
of shells would have to be wasted 
to hit the relatively sm all m arks 
offered by the 
cupolas 
of 
pill 
iioxes and arm ored b u n k ers; and 
in the second plac«, tho destruc­ 
tion of even a n u m b e r of these 
m iniature forts would m ake 
no 
real difference. 


For, another principle 
beside 
th a t of diffusion is th a t of criss­ 
crossing the gun rangos of the 
various bunkers or o th e r defense 
works. 
The way It w orks out is 
this: 


Usually three or fo u r bunkers 
"onstituto one 
defense 
battery. 
They are so placed a t different 
lovftls and the em b ra su res or loop­ 
holes so constructed th a t 
each 
machine gun or cannon can shoot 
shiirply past the b u n k e r on the 
right or left, but never hit it di­ 
rectly. 


Hence, If the 
enem y 
should 
succeed in silencing an d success­ 
fully shelling one 
b u n k er, 
the 
two adjacent b u n k ers 
could 
so 
com pletely cover th is b u n k er th a t 
‘.he enem y could not e n te r it. 


A nother principle is 
th a t 
of 
placing 
so 
m any 
obstructions 
ahead of the fortiH cations proper 
th a t tanks and 
in fan try 
would 
have a hard tim e of it even ap- 
iM'oaching the b u n k ers or “ Pan- 
s'erwerke.” 


Directly before th e enem y fron­ 
tier mines have been laid in pro­ 
fusion. 


Ilnrriers Against Tiinks 


Then follows 
a 
com plicated 
system of barbed w ire entangle­ 
m ents. 
It has m ean t th e ruina> 
lion of many a vineyard in the 
Rhino region and th e p u ttin g out 
of practical use m any a piece of 
forest land. 
But m ilitary necessi­ 
ties overruled all o th e r consider- 
itions. 


Next comes an alm o st diaboli­ 
cal arrangem ent of concrete-and- 
Heel obstructions w hich look like 
Iragon's teeth irreg u larly sprung 
from the earth. 
It 
ia 
claimed 
.hat no tank can ru n over these. 


In addition, on 
w ooded 
hill- 
iiides over which the en em y might 
come-—for instance in the forest 
of P alatinate-m otorised saws cut 
off all tim ber for say 
25 
feet 
from the bottom of th e hill up­ 
wards. so th at the unsuspecting 
tank driver, should he aucceed in 
getting over the hill, m ay sudden­ 
ly slide down 
tw enty-five 
feet 
and turn a sum m er-salt. 


Or. the enemy m ay be moving 
slowly up an incline th a t looks 


q u ite harm less. 
As he reaches 
the top he finds a deep ditch of 
w ate r yawning directly under him, 
too late to tu rn back— a t least so 
the general staff figures. 


Still another surp rise is a se­ 
ries of steel ribs th a t look like 
the ribs of a ship, into which the 
unsuspecting ta n k 
or 
arm ored 
car is supposed to ru n and then 
tu rn turtle while from right and 
life the bunkers open fire on him. 


Only after all 
these 
obstruc­ 
tions have been passed, can the 
direct attack on th e bunkers, pill 
boxes, and 
“ P an zerw erk e” 
be­ 
gin. 


W hen this correspondent asked 
a general staff officer w hether 
any one man had 
designed 
the 
system he replied laughingly, "m y 
d ear sir. in 
no 
single 
hum an 
b rea st does as m uch sadism re­ 
pose as is m anifested in this de­ 
fense system .” 


Supposing by som e unforeseen 
chance an enem y sneak past the 
th reaten in g guns of a bunker or 
an arm ored bastion and try to en­ 
ter one of these m in iatu re fortifi­ 
cations, w hat would his fate con­ 
ceivably be? 


In the first place, as he tried 
to go inside by the little 
steel 
door, he would find a 
machine 
gun levelled stra ig h t a t him by a 
soldier whose sole d u ty is th a t of 
eyeing every person entering. 


Likely as not th e enem y would 
get no further. 
For, even 
sup­ 
posing th a t 
the 
m achine 
gun 
failed— all the soldier needs to do 
is to push a button w hereupon a 
tra p door opens and the enemy 
drops into a d ark hole. 


r » c D raw bridge Idea 


In other words, th e 
German 
general staff has reverted to the 
medieval idea of th e draw bridge 
as an approach to a fortress or 
castle— a contraption th a t could 
be pulled up w hen 
th e 
enemy 
tried to enter. 


B u t supposing th a t both m a­ 
chine gun and trap d o o r are out 
of commission, o r th a t so many 
enem ies enter singly (m ore than 
one cannot crowd through 
the 
steel door at a tim e) as to exhaust 
the machine g u n 's am m unition; 
Looking some ten or tw enty feet 
to his right or left along the pas­ 
sage way th a t connects this par­ 
ticular bunker w ith th e next one, 
the enem y will aguin find a m a­ 
chine gun planted, ready to take 
care of him. 


T h ere are said to be over 40,- 
000 bunkers. “ P an ze rw e rk e” 
or 
a rm o r plated bastions, and other 
m in iatu re fortifications along the 
west wall. 
The resu lt is that one 
sees com paratively few 
soldiers 
when one is perm itted to tour this 
forbidden 
area 
u n d er 
military 
guidance. 


F a ct is th a t th e troops 
have 
s ta rted on a large scale 
under­ 
ground life 
and 
a re 
nowhere 
m assed in the open. 
Only further 
inland . . . the w est w all extends 
back for about 35 m iles in four 
zones, two for a rtillery and in­ 
fantry. and two for anti-aircraft 
b atteries . . . does one see larger 
units. 
They arc the men who 
m ust a t regular in tervals relieve 
the soldiers in th e subterranean 
fortifications. 


F o r the present the 
men 
are 
changed every week or two weeks. 
Should artillery op eratio n s by the 
F rench begin 
in 
earnest, 
the 
changes will probably have to be 
far m ore frequent. 
F or, one dif­ 
ficulty which th e general

seem s to have

AP Writer Describes 
Nazi Siegfried Line 


BY LOUIS LOCHNER 
Berlin— (Correspondence of the 
Associated P ress)— The 
funda­ 
mental idea underlying the con­ 
struction of the west 
wall, 
or 
Siegfried line, was that of diffus­ 
ing rather 
than 
concentrating 
Germany’s far flung defense sys­ 
tem which extends along a border 
of almost 375 miles and reaches 
from opposite 
Switzerland 
past 
France, Belgium and Luxemburg 
to Holland. 
Hitler is reported by his en­ 
tourage to have become “ sold” to 
this idea after receiving, through 
his secret service, a copy 
of 
a 
memorandum on the Maginot line 
w ritten by a disgruntled French 
general who criticized his coun­ 
try’s fortifications system in de­ 
tail. 
H itler’s subordinates say 
he 
sat throughout one night studying 
a translation of the French offi­ 
cer’s observations, and when they 
found him still at his desk at 7 
a. rn., he told them he had now 
made up his mind on the kind of 
system necessary for Germany. 
In later talks with general staff 
officers he is said to have placed a 
china platter beside a ten pfennig 
‘piece and to have asked 
them, 
“ gentlemen, what is harder to hit 
— the plate or the coin?” to which 
they obivously replied “ the coin.” 
Huge Fortifications 
The west wall is an intricate 
system of small units, subterrane­ 
ously connected with each other 
but difficult to hit from the oppo­ 
site side and from the air. 
The 
Maginot line is a system of huge 
fortifications. 
The German gen­ 
eral staff is of the opinion that, if 
once a breach were forced in the 
Maginot line, the enemy 
troops 
could pour into the country. 
In 
the case of the west wall, it is 
claimed that an immense number 
of shells would have to be wasted 
to hit the relatively small marks 
offered by the 
cupolas 
of 
pill 
boxes and armored bunkers; and 
in the second place, the destruc­ 
tion of even a num ber of these 
miniature forts would make 
no 
real difference. 
For, another principle 
beside 
that of diffusion is th at of criss­ 
crossing the gun ranges of the 
various bunkers or other defense 
works. 
The way it works out is 
this: 
Usually three or four bunkers 
constitute one 
defense 
battery. 
They are so placed at different 
levels and the embrasures or loop­ 
holes so constructed that 
each 
machine gun or cannon can shoot 
sharply past the bunker on the 
right or left, but never hit it di­ 
rectly. 
Hence, if the 
enemy 
should 
succeed in silencing and success­ 
fully shelling one 
bunker, 
the 
two adjacent bunkers 
could 
so 
completely cover this bunker that 
'he enemy could not enter it. 
Another principle is 
that 
of 
placing 
so 
many 
obstructions 
ahead of the fortifications proper 
that tanks and 
infantry 
would 
have a hard time of it even ap­ 
proaching the bunkers or "P an ­ 
zerwerke.’’ 
Directly before the enemy fron­ 
tier mines have been laid in pro­ 
fusion. 
Barriers Against Tanks 
Then follows 
a 
complicated 
system of barbed wire entangle­ 
ments. 
It has meant the ruina­ 
tion of many a vineyard in the 
Rhine region and the putting out 
of practical use many a piece of 
forest land. 
But military necessi­ 
ties overruled all other consider­ 
ations. 
Next comes an almost diaboli- 
?al arrangem ent of concrete-and- 
*teel obstructions which look like 
Iragon’s teeth irregularly sprung 
from the earth. 
It 
is 
claimed 
’.hat no tank can run over these. 
In addition, 
on 
wooded hill­ 
sides over which the enemy might 
come— for instance in the forest 
of Palatinate-motorized saws cut 
off all timber 
for say 
25 feet 
from the bottom of the hill up­ 
wards. so that the unsuspecting 
tank driver, should he succeed in 
getting over the hill, may sudden­ 
ly slide down 
twenty-five feet 
and turn a summer-salt. 
Or. the enemy may be moving 
slowly up an incline that looks 


quite harmless. 
As he reaches 
the top he finds a deep ditch of 
water yawning directly under him, 
too late to turn back— at least so 
the general staff figures. 
Still another surprise is a se­ 
ries of steel ribs that look like 
the ribs of a ship, into which the 
unsuspecting tank 
or 
armored 
car is supposed to run and then 
turn turtle while from right and 
life the bunkers open fire on him. 
Only after all 
these 
obstruc­ 
tions have been passed, can the 
direct attack on the bunkers, pill 
boxes, and 
“ Panzerwerke” 
be­ 
gin. 
When this correspondent asked 
a general staff officer whether 
any one man had 
designed 
the 
system he replied laughingly, “ my 
dear sir, in 
no 
single 
human 
breast does as much sadism re­ 
pose as is manifested in this de­ 
fense system.” 
Supposing by some unforeseen 
chance an enemy sneak past the 
threatening guns of a bunker or 
an armored bastion and try to en­ 
ter one of these miniature fortifi­ 
cations, what would his fate con­ 
ceivably be? 
In the fi rst place, as he tried 
to go inside by the little 
steel] 
door, he would find a 
machine 
gun levelled straight at him by a 
soldier whose sole duty is that of 
eyeing every person entering. 
Likely as not the enemy would 
get no further. 
For, even 
sup­ 
posing that 
the 
machine 
gun 
failed— all the soldier needs to do 
is to push a button whereupon a 
trap door opens and the enemy 
drops into a dark hole. 
Use Drawbridge Idea 
In other words, the 
German 
general staff has reverted to the 
medieval idea of the drawbridge 
as an approach to a fortress or 
castle— a contraption that could 
be pulled up when 
the 
enemy 
tried to enter. 
But supposing th at both ma­ 
chine gun and trapdoor are out 
of commission, or that so many 
enemies enter singly (more than 
one cannot crowd through 
th e ( 
steel door at a time) as to exhaust 
the machine g u n s ammunition: 
Looking some ten or twenty feet 
to his right or left along the pas­ 
sage way that connects this par­ 
ticular bunker with the next one, 
the enemy will again find a ma­ 
chine gun planted, ready to take 
care of him. 
There are said to be over 40, 
OOO bunkers, “ Panzerw erke” 
or 
arm or plated bastions, and other 
miniature fortifications along the 
west wall. 
The result is that one 
sees comparatively few 
soldiers 
when one is permitted to tour this 
forbidden 
area 
under 
military 
guidance. 
Fact is that the troops 
have 
started on a large scale 
under­ 
ground life 
and 
are 
nowhere 
massed in the open. 
Only further 
inland . . . the west wall extends 
back for about 35 miles in four 
zones, two for artillery and in­ 
fantry, and two for anti-aircraft 
batteries . . . does one see larger 
units. 
They are the men who 
must at regular intervals relieve 
the soldiers in the subterranean 
fortifications. 
For the present the 
men 
are 
changed every week or two weeks. 
Should artillery operations by the 
French begin 
in 
earnest, 
the 
changes will probably have to be 
far more frequent. 
For, one dif­ 
ficulty which the general 
staff 
seems to have 
been 
unable 
to 
overcome 
is that of the terrific 
noise inside, which a continuous 
spit-fire of shells against any one 
bastion makes. 
1 
Placards on the walls of 
the 
bunkers keep ham m ering into the 
soldiers consciousness 
that 
he 
must not take the terrific noise 
seriously— the bunker is 
bomb 
and shell proof but the outside 
noise is magnified inside 
many 
times. 
One problem with which 
the 
German high command— and pre­ 
sumably the French 
likewise— 
must face is that of determining 
what to do with small groups of 
men who are dependent upon each 
other in an underground commun­ 
ity, whose life at present is ex­ 
tremely monotonous and in the 
event of an offensive is likely to

HARMON-REGAN 
DUEL THRILLER 


Teams On Even Terms, 
But Wolverines Are 
Best On Support

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 18 (ZP) 
•—Michigan nipped Pennsylvania 
ID to 17 today, but th© football 
game, a thriller right down to the 
finish, was just a backdrop to the 
brilliant duel staged by two of the 
year’s finest backs in any league— 
Tommy 
Harmon 
and

Reagan. 
This pair of aces, Harmon the 
Michigan flyer 
and 
Regan 
the 
Quaker quarterback, played out 
their string to just about a tie in 
a gaudy battle of triple-threaters 
as 57.000 of the faithful cheered 
them on in perfect Indian summer 
weather. 
In 
the 
end, 
however, it was 
Harmon who received just a mite 
more support from his teammates 
to turn the tide to the Wolverines 
in this 18th renewal of an historic 
gridiron series dating back to '99. 
Break In Second Half 
The “ break” in H arm on’s favor 
came when he converted what ap­ 
peared 
a 
15-yard 
loss 
into 
a 
sprinting, swerving 65-yard gallop 
for a touchdown. 
This occurred 
before the folks had even settled 
down in their seats at the start of 
the second half. 
Michigan had 
taken the kickoff on its own 35 
and Harmon started a sweep to 
the left. 
Here it. was that Reagan’s sup­ 
port failed. Three times his team ­ 
mates had sure tackling shots at 
Terriffic Tommy— and three times 
they missed. 
Harmon's path was 
blocked to the left, so he calmly 
turned around, and as Penn de­ 
fenders chased him, he dashed all 
the way back to his own 20-yard 
line before heading in the right 
direction again. 
Hastily formed 
interference threw him through 
his pursuers, and suddenly there 
he was in the clear, off and run­ 
ning for what spelled the differ­ 
ence between victory and defeat. 
Even with that beautiful piece 
of 
running, 
however, 
Harmon 
didn't have a thing on Reagan, 
who w a s as fine a back today as 
the Quakers have seen in years. 
Where Harmon scored two touch­ 
downs, passed 
for 
a 
third and 
kicked an extra point, Reagan tal­ 
lied one six-pointer 
and 
spear­ 
headed marches 
of 
92 
and 73 
yards, before bowing out in the 
closing minutes, injured but still 
wanting to. fight.

H is Day To Howl 
W here Harmon gained 202 net 
yards in 29 rushes with the ball 
for an average of 6.1 per crack, 
Reagan picked up 
a 
net 
of 8 5 
yards in 13 tries for a 6.5 yard 
average. 
Reagan completed 14 passes in 
26 tries for 188 yards, and gave a 
performance at quarterback, par­ 
ticularly in the Q uakers’ 92-yard 
touchdown drive 
in 
the 
third 
period, in which there wasn’t a 
flaw. 
The Quakers used 13 plays 
in that drive, and Reagan was in 
on ten of them, 
picking 
up 
35 
yards on the ground and passing 
for 41 more, before he sliced in­ 
side right end for the touchdown. 
They said Harmon would go to­ 
day because his injured blocking 
side-kick in the Michigan back­ 
field, Evvy Evashevski, was back 
in 
action. 
But 
Tommy’s 
ball- 
carrying today would have been 
A-1 in any ball game. 
It was his 
day to howl. 
And he did. 
So 
Reagan made it a duel. 
Statistically, there wasn’t much 
to choose between the two teams,

At the windup,

board feet per acre, using a nine- 
inch diameter as the measure of 
merchantability.

5,100 board feet per acre, with 
selective lumbering 
taking 
only 
the largest trees. In the addition** 


al decade, the value added is al> 
most twice that available at the 
end of CO years. Average stands, 
not fully stocked,

less, of course, but would improve 
in the extra decadé in the same 
proportion.

crease their m a rk e t value so r a p ­ 
idly in the years immediately a f t ­ 
er they reach I he min imum size 


fit to be cut t h a t it pays a forest­ 
er to be patient. 
From data recently released by 
the Lake State forest experiment 
Slaton at 
St. Paul, 
hardwoods 
under Michigan 
conditions 
may 
he taken as an example. A fully 
stocked stand on good soil will 
yield, a t the age of 50 years, a 


merchantable volume 
of 
1,800 
board feet per acre, using a nine- 
inch diameter as the measure of 
merchantability. But if this stand 
is not cut for another IO years, at 
60 years of age, it would yield 
5,100 board feet per acre, with 
selective lumbering 
taking 
only 
the largest trees. In the addition­ 


al decade, the value added is al­ 
most twice that available at the 
end of 50 years. Average stands, 
not fully stocked, 
would 
yield 
less, of course, but would improve 
in the extra decade in the same 
proportion. 
The difference in the tw*o val­ 
ues, a decade apart, is the differ­ 


ence between economical logging 
and premature cutting 
of

stuff that will not pay, foresters 
say.

In an article headed "Esca- 


naba High Grad Stands Up and 
Says His Course Was Flop" which 
appeared in the November 12 issue 
of the Press several statements 
purporting to represent my views 
of the Escanaba educational sys- 
tem were presented. 
While I do 


not wish to 
quibble about what 


1 did or did not say, the entire 
meaning of what I had said was' 
so distorted as to warrant correc- 
tion—in the best interests of the 
community if for no other reason. 
I venture to point out that the 
Press has erred on at least two 
counts: first, injecting editorial 
comment of a rather personal na- 
ture into a supposedly straight 
news story, and, second, misrep- 
resenting the real facts due to an 
apparent lack of information. 


Disregarding the first of these 


and taking up 'be second, I wish 
to point out thai the situation un- 
der which 1 was supposed to have 
made those comments attributed 
to me in last Sunday's article was 
vastly different than that implied. 
A number of us crowded an extra 
meeting into already heavy sched- 
ules at the request of the Parent 
Education 
Institute, which was 


sponsored by the Michigan Con- 
gress of Parents 
sncl 
Teachers. 


Wo participated in a panel dis- 
cussion 
on 
"The. Community 


Youth Woulii Like to See." not 
with the idea of providing expert 
opinion, but for the purpose of 
laying emphasis upon those prob- 
lems, long recognized 
by com- 


munity leaders everywhere, which 
we believed to be of primary im- 
portance. 
Quite logically these 


parents and teachers felt that one 
valid way to obtain information 
and ideas regarding 
the com- 


munity would be to go to those 
who have most recently felt its 
influence as growing individuals. 


Our 
comments on education 


were not startling or new or tin- 
founded. 
Many teachers will be 


among the first to grant that ele- 
mentary and high school educa- 
tion is not all that it could be. 
Educational leaders readily admit 
that intellectual initiative Is lack- 
ing in by far the greater number 
of high schools. 
Here and there 


we find a school which clearly

Executions in Prague 


T AST week's 
happenings 
in 
Prague 
" clearly illustrate the difference be- 
tween a nation ruled by a democratic form 
of government and one controlled by a dic- 
tatorship. 


Czech suide-nts staged 
demonstrations 


last week to express their displeasure of 
Nazi rule, and in retaliation the Gestapo 
rounded up about twelve hundred of 
the 


demonstrators and executed 12 before 
a 


firing squad. The Czech demonstrations 
were similar and probably not as serious 
as those staged by Nazis in the 
Sudeten- 


laud before Hitler's invasion, 
but 
still 


were tolerated then by a people anxious to 
preserve their democratic way of living. 


The liberty-loving Czech people will not 


soon forget last week's executions. It will 
mean that they will be all the more de- 
termined to someday free themselves 
of 


Xazi domination. 


Temporarily, Nazi Germany has 
bene- 


fited herself economically by adding new 
territory to the Reich, but in subjugating 
those people, who want nothing of Nazi- 
ism, she may be piling up much trouble 
for the future. By gobbling up too much 
she may get a terrific belly-ache.

The Washington

Washington—The attempt to 
transfer 


eight United States Lines vessels to tha 
Panama flag is now a closed 
book, 
but 


there are two significant incidents which 
have not yet leaked out. 


One was the fact that Panama herself 


took a very decided stand against permit- 
ting the ships to fly her 
flag. Panama 


made it quite clear that transfer of the 
ships was likely to get her snarled up with. 
Germany, and that her neutrality status 
must be similar to that of the United 
States. 


If the United States could not risk 


sending 
these vessels in the war zone, 


Panama said that she did not want to do 
so. This clinched the argument within the 
Administration. 


The other unrevealed incident was the 


fact that Cordell Hull, who later 
fought 


the transfer, actually had OK'd it, and in 
writing. His letter is still in the hands ot 
the Maritime Commission. 


What happened was that Admiral Land, 


chairman of the Commission, telephoned 
the Secretary of State at 4:30 on 
the 


afternoon before the Commission put out 
its own favorable statement. Hull read his 
letter over the telephone and later mailed 
it. Having received this State Department 
OK, the Maritime Commission proceeded 
to approve the transfer. 


However, it turned out later that Mr. 


Hull had not thoroughly understood the 
proposal, or else it was not carefully ex- 
plained to him. Some of Hull's assistants 
go so far as to say that the Maritime 
Commission was deliberately deceptive. At 
any rate, Mr, Hull changed his mind. 


Perhaps it was the emphatic position 


taken by Panama which helped to change 
it.

"Two Cut" System Urged 
to Extend Life of Wood 


Working Industry 


A plan worked out while ho was 


engaged in study at the Vniver- 
sitv of Michigan, is 
offered 
by 


Charles H. Stoddard. Jr.. who is 
an assistant forest economist in 
the United Stales forest service. 
stationed at New Haven. Conn., is 
advanced as the solution to the 
problem created by the "dying" 
wood-working industry 
of 
this 


section. 
Stoddard is the author of a new 


plan of selective 
forest 
rutting 


which has been hailed as the best 
•way of ••Hquidatin.a" forests in the 
lake states. 
Stoddard's plan was 


evolved through months of study 
while he was attending the Uni- 
versity of Michigan on a diaries 
Lathrop Pack scholarship. 
It is 


known as the "two cut" system 
and is recommended to wood us- 
ing industries in northern Wiscon- 
sin and the upper 
peninsula 
of 


. 
The problem, as Stoddard rec- 


ognized it. is how to prolong the 
life of these wood using indus- 
tries. 
He says they have a re- 


maining life of from 10 
to 
15 


years. Earlier attempts, he points 
"out. have been to keep up a sus- 
tained yield of wood and the at- 
tempts have not been successful. 
Stoddard would impose the "t\vo 
cut' 'system which, in brief, in- 
volves "making 
partial 
cuttings 


over whole tracts for a period of 
years, to be followed immediately 
by a second heavy cutting. 


*The Stoddard study treats in de- 
tail of the 
"two 
cut" 
system. 


•which he says, would permit 
a 


larger yield of wood and would 
also leave the forests in" better 
condition to start new growths. 
Clear cutting, where everything is 
taken at one stroke, is recognized 
us the most disastrous so far as 
the future yield of the forests is 
concerned. 
Stoddard's study de- 


clares it may not be possible to 
prevent the eventual lo?s of pres- 
ent industries, but that their life 
can be prolonged and early re- 
growth encouraged. 
Total remaining saw timber in 


Wisconsin. Stoddard estimates at 
9 billion feet: iu the peninsula. 
19% billion feet. Stoddard spent. 
a year on the study, which con- 
cludes with this ominous forecost: 
"It must be clearly 
recognized 


that the final closing of (he mills 
trill be stayed off only temporar- 
ily by the application of the two 
cut system."

banquet. 
Von couldn't fish them 


from a canoe cause they'd eat it 
from under you.

Indians speared a few from shore, 
and eat them, but they went to 
the Happy Hunting Grounds from 
stomach slivers.''

the nose bag on a plenty. A year 
later I was round that way and

Lansing — In just two decades 


the automobile and good 
roads 


have revolutionized deer hunting 
in Michigan.

from work. 
It meant 
a 
day's 


journey, or more, by train and 
then a ride in a buckboard, or a 
farmer's cutter through the snow. 
And it was not unusual in those 
days for the hunter to trudge the 
last few miles afoot, with a pack 
on his back, to a permanent hunt- 
ing lodge deep in the woods. 


Today it is entirely possible for 


a hunter to drive deep into the

tial danger to

program and, backed by militant 
public opinion, can be counted up- 
on to prevent a stampede toward 
wartime exploitation of the natur- 
al resources." 


Pointing out that eve.ry agency 


in the Department of the Interior 
had been ordered to keep close 
watch on the situation and to sub- 
mit telegraphic reports of propo- 
sals for wide exploitation of the 
natural resources to

profits, the secretary said: 


"I am apprehensive that there 


will be the usual effort 
in

name of patriotism to rape our na- 
tural resources for the sake of the 
profit that -^ill accrue.

Hunter Must Outsmart 


Deer If Success Is 


to Crown Efforts

Deer may get lulled 
into 
a 


sense of security during the vaca- 
tion months when about the only 
people they encounter are those 
who 
exclaim with ohs and ahs 


over the beauty of the graceful 
creatures, but once the hunters 
start laying down their 
barrage 


when the open 
season 
arrives 


deer become far different and no- 
where near as simple to approach. 


Veteran hunters go into a deer 


country with an all-around knowl- 
edge of the terrain and the run- 
ways of the deer which make the 
territory their stamping ground. 
They study at 
first 
hand, 
or 


through the advice of a 
compe- 


tent guide, lust where the deer 
are most likely to travel. They 
know where deer cross good hid- 
ing spots, where they feed, and 
where they cross ridges to take a 
peek at the surrounding country. 


Further the hunters who use 


the practice of waiting for the ap- 
proach of deer 
on. a "stand." 


make certain that wind direction 
is going to be favorable and have 
an alternate location for 
their 


stand if the wind is going to warn 
the deer on the 
favorite 
spot. 


Deer are keen and alert during the 
hunting season and must be out- 
smarted for success. 


I have found that almost with- 


out exception deer travel in the 
same general direction once the 
hunting season starts. 
A 
few 


years ago I hunted on the bor- 
der between the northern part of 
Wisconsin and the Upper Penin- 
sula of Michigan when the sea- 
sons followed one another. While 
there was legal shooting in Jlichi- 
gan the deer wisely headed for the 
nearby Wisconsin forests and they 
reversed the process. as soon as

France, Belgium and Luxemburg 
to Holland. 


Hitler is reported by his en- 


tourage to have become "sold" to 
this idea after receiving, through 
his secret service, a copy 
of 
a 


memorandum on the Maginot line 
written by a disgruntled French 
general who criticized his coun- 
try's fortifications system in de- 
tail. 


Hitler's subordinates say 
he 


sat throughout one night studying 
a translation of the French offi- 
cer's observations, and when they 
found him still at his desk at 7 
a. m., he told them he had now 
made up his mind on the kind of 
system necessary for Germany. 


In later talks with general staff 


officers he is said to have placed a 
china platter beside a ten pfennig 
'piece and to have asked 
them, 


"gentlemen, what is harder to hit 
—the plate or the coin?" to which 
they obivously replied "the coin." 


Huge Fortifications 


The west wall is an intricate 


system of small units, subterrane- 
ously connected with each other 
but difficult to hit from the oppo- 
site side and from the air.

Teams On Even Terms, 


But Wolverines Are 


Best On Support

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. IS (S>) 


—Michigan nipped Pennsylvania 
19 to 17 today, but the football 
game, a thriller right down to the 
finish, was just a backdrop to the 
brilliant duel staged by two of the 
year's finest backs in any league— 
Tommy Harmon and F r a n k 
Reagau. 


This pair of aces, Harmon the 


Michigan flyer and 
Regan 
the 


Quaker quarterback, played out 
their string to just about a tie in 
a gaudy battle of triple-threaters 
as 57.000 of the faithful cheered 
them on in perfect Indian summer 
weather. 


In the end, however, it was 


Harmon who received just a mite 
more support from his teammates 
fo turn the tide to the Wolverines 
in this ISth renewal of an historic 
gridiron series dating back to '99. 


Break In Second Half 


The "break" in Harmon's favor 


came when he converted what ap- 
peared a 15-yard 
loss into a 


sprinting, swerving 65-yard gallop 
for a touchdown. This occurred 
before the folks had even settled 
down in their seats at the start of 
the second half. 
Michigan had 


taken the kickoff on its own 35 
and Harmon started a sweep to 
the left. 


Here it was that Reagan's sup- 


port failed. Three times his team- 
mates had sure tackling shots at 
Terriffic Tommy—and three times 
they missed. Harmon's path was 
blocked to the left, so he calmly 
turned around, and as Penn de- 
fenders chased him, he dashed all 
the way back to his own 20-yard 
line before heading in the right 
direction again. 
Hastily formed 


interference threw him through 
his pursuers, and suddenly there 
he was in the clear, off and run- 
ning for what spelled the differ- 
ence between victory and defeat.

didn't have a thing on Reagan, 
who was as fine a back today as 
the Quakers have seen in years.

Where Harmon gained 202 net 


yards in 29 rushes with the ball 
for an average of 6.1 per crack, 
Reagan picked up a net

average. 


Reagan completed 14 passes in 


26 tries for 1SS yards, and gave a 
performance at quarterback, par- 
ticularly in the Quakers' 92-yard 
touchdown drive 
in

period, in which there wasn't a 
flaw. The Quakers used 13 plays 
in that drive, and Reagan was in 
on ten of them, picking up 35 
yards on the ground and passing 
for 41 more, before he sliced in- 
side right end for the touchdown. 


They said Harmon would go to-
